THE U. S. ARMORY 


By Edith LaFrancis 

Availability of transportation by water was one of the con¬ 
siderations which settled the Armory at Springfield in 1794. Stores 
could be sent down river from here, but the town could not be reach¬ 
ed by hostile ships. In 1776, the town of Brookfield was proposed 
as a site but both General Knox and General Washington chose 
Springfield. West Springfield might have had this industry except 
that her citizens feared “the moral effect of drawing in the soldier 
element, which would make up the bulk of the armorers.” 

Land in Springfield was first leased by the government and 
deeds passed in 1795. At that time there were two red wooden 
storehouses which had been built in 1782, a brick powder magazine, 
some soldiers barracks and an old dwelling house. Buildings had 
been built at the lower Watershops also. The Upper Watershops 
was built in 1809 o+i the site of a powder mill which had exploded 
that year. In the new mill it was possible to abandon handwork for: 
water-power “in forging, boring and grinding. 

Forty men were employed at first and only 245 muskets were 
made the first year because of the hand processes. 

By the opening of the Civil War, production had increased to 
1,000 per day. This was largely due to the inventions of three men. 

The first, Thomas Blanchard, also inventor of a steam carriage 
and a steamboat, made a machine for turning gun stocks. The sec¬ 
ond was Thomas Warren who introduced the system of making all 
parts interchangeable. The third was James T. Ames of Chicopee 
who was sent to England by the Government to learn a new system 
of making gun barrels recently introduced there. Mr. Ames brought 
back a set of rollers for making gun barrels and an Irishman named 
Onion to run them. Benjamin Prescott, noted local builder, also 
worked at the armory and built the north shops in 1805. 

The Armory was always a key in political life and its early 
years was the scene of Shay’s unsuccessful attack. Before the Civil 
War, the South, having a strong control in congress, made an at¬ 
tempt to cripple the production of the armory. In 1860 a Southern 
sympathizer was appointed as superintendent. A self-appointed 
committee of watchers within the shop prevented the blowing up of 
the buildings by discovery of a bomb. Just before the storming of 
Fort Sumter, the War Dept, ordered away from Springfield a large 
shipment of guns, arousing resentment among Springfield people 
who were strongly anti-slave. Workers in the armory slowed up 
the process of packing and shipping the guns to such an extent that 
the iob was not finished until the Union Army was in uniform and

ing spurted ahead again in 
1962. While the resident hunt¬ 
ing licenses declined in 1962 by 
less than a thousand, an in¬ 
crease of about 3000 combina¬ 
tion resident hunting and fish¬ 
ing licenses more than made up 
for the loss. 

Resident archer-hunters' de¬ 
clined a couple of hundred in 
1962 but still numbered over 
4700 and non-resident bow 
hunters increased by nearly a 
thousand.
